The Armada Red Cross received an 
acknowledgment from Lieut. E. N. 
Reis of the R.A.F., formerly of this 
district. The letter was received by 
Stuart Galbraith and is published below. 

Dec. 12th., 1918. 
Dear Stuart,— 

The Armada Red Cross parcel reached 
me in hospital today and I was very 
glad that my friends in Alberta have 
not forgotten me. I certainly haven’t 
forgotten them. 

Ihave had a rather rough time of it 
and didn’t have a chance to do much 
before I was wounded. I was shot 
down in a Sopwith Camel from about 
10,000 feet and was rather badly smash- 
ed in the resulting crash. But, as you 
know, the good die young, and so I am 
quite safe unless I change. 

Ilike England very much and have 
seen most of it from the air and on the 
ground. I was in the 4th. Northern 
General Military Hospital, Lincoln 
Lines, for a while and was transferred 
to Greystone King’s Lancastershire 
Military Convalescent Hospital (V.A.D. 
Red Cross) at Blackpool. I still have 
to submit to several more operations 
as I received severe internal injuries. 
I will probably be sent to Netly Street
